Poland May Drop 
Emigration Bars 

NEW YORK (P-O) — For- 
mal ending of the repatria- 
tion agreement between the 
USSR and Poland on 
Wednesday, Apr. 1, might 
mean the renewal of sizeable 
emigration of Polish Jews to 
Israel, was the belief here. 

Both Jewish and Polish 
circles pointed out that now 
that Poland has been able to 
secure the return of all Poles 
who had been in Russia since 
World War II, this might 
mean a relaxation of restric- 
tions against emigration to 
Israel. 

Since the Polish-Russian 
repatriation agreement was 
signed in November 1956, a 
total of 14,000 Polish Jews 
was repatriated. But a far 
greater number of Polish 
Jews left for Israel during 
that same period.

Increased Giving 
General Over U.S. 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Confir- 
mation of increased giving to 
local annual campaigns for funds 
throughout the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity (P-O, March 13, 20) came 
this’ week from the Council, of 
Jewish Federation and Welfare 
Funds.

Goldmann Warns World Jews 
Must Revise Outlook on Israel 





NEW YORK (P-O)—A talk in 
Buenos Aires by Nahum Gold- 
mann, president of the Jewish 
Agency, in which he called for 
a completely new attitude by 
world Jewry to Israel, was con- 
sidered by some here as the 
opening gun in a campaign to 
make Jews understand the se- 
riousness of Israel’s economic 
situation. 


WARNING that the “possibil- 
ity of a great catastrophe exists,” 
Goldmann, who also is president 
of the World Jewish Congress, 
told a mass meeting launching 
the UJA drive in Argentine, that 
the “economic structure of Israel 
may collapse under the obliga- 
tions undertaken by Israel during 
the first ten years of its exist- 
ence.” 


Goldmann pointed out that 
U. S. aid to Israel is declining 
and German reparations pay- 
ments are nearing completion. 


“THE JEWISH people never 
gave nearly as much as was need- 
ed,” he declared. “In fact, only 
about 50 per cent of the required 
monies came from Jewish 
sources,” 


-The present generation of 
Jewry must take a more serious 
attitude toward Israel, he assert 
ed, while pointing out that the 
question of having a strong Is- 
rael is a matter of moral self- 
respect, and not one of philan- 
thropy.

Mrs. Ruth Kobler, local co- 
ordinator for the ADL, has issued 
the statement (P-O, March 13) 
declaring that the Negro family

should aspire to improve their 
surroundings.” 

EARLIER (P-O, March 6) the 
Jewish Community Relations 
Committee along with their Cath- 
olic and Protestant counterparts 
had issued a statement affirming 
the principle of the “common 
brotherhoog of all men under 
God... and... (of) equal rights 
for all regardless of race, color or 
creed.” 

Only 8 out of the 750 residents 
in Collins Park are Jewish. 

A SUPPORTER of the Negro 
family, Bill Frank, a Jewish 
newscaster who is also a Wil- 
mington Morning News column- 
ists, lost two of his program's 
sponsors for his stand, Residents 
of the suburb have also started 
a boycott of his sponsors. 

Another Jewish development in 
the situation came when Leon 
Weiner, a local builder, told an

THE ADL spokesman said he 
does .not object an emphasis on 
a character’s Jewishness, so long 
as he is treated “three-dimen- 


sionally.” Gertrude Berg’s por- 
trayal of Molly Goldberg was 
cited an example of a fair char- 
acterization. 

Jewish stereotypes become of- 
fensive when they are caricatures 
ascribing noxious characteristics 
to Jewry as a whole. Such stere- 
otypes, the spokesman noted, 
have become very rare in the 
last decade.

scenarist Richard Murphy could 
have established more basically 
the background and characters 
of the principal protagonists, 
their families and the twenties 
in which they lived. He might 
have considered the starker docu- 
mentary that something of the 
actual killing of a little boy from 
Chicago might have made, and 
the personal furor it created nct 
only in that city but throughout 
he nation. 

The subject of Meyer Levin’s 
enthralling novel, now that it 
can be related sociologically to 
the period, has a _ significance 
that will remain telling for years 
to come. 


IT IS compounded of border- 
lines between hysteria and mad- 
ness, between sanity and insan- 
ity, between right and wrong, 
redemption and despair, neuroses 
and psychoses, borderlines that 
are varying shades of grey, dim- 
ly perceived as if through the 
wrong end of a glass. 

In the interest of time, space 
and telling a story, the film 
misses some of this and skirts 
some of the rest. Its success as a 
tale of suspense is so marked 
that full treatment as an indict- 
ment of a segment of life might 
have made “Compulsion” a major 
motion picture.

Prayer Change 
By Pope Hailed 


NEW YORK (P-O)—A major 
text change in the Good Friday 
prayer, authorized by Pope John, 
which almost reversed the mean- 
ing of the previous prayer, was 
hailed here as a boon to a proc- 
ess of text revision which has 
been going on among all re- 
ligious groups in the U.S. 

The original prayer, in Latin, 
read: “Let us pray for the per- 
fidious Jews.” Pope Pius had 
changed the word “perfidious” 
to “unbelieving” ang Pope John's 
announcement dropped the ad- 
jective altogether 

Irving Engel, president of the 
American Jewish Committee, ex- 
pressed gratification over the 
action. The Committee has been 
engaged over the past decade 
in a continuous process of text 
revision of offensive material in 
religious school books. Three 
major U.S. universities are in- 
volved in the study. 

From Rome it was learned that 
the change came about as the 
result of the importunations of 
Col. Lamberto Vitali, Italian 
Jewish leader. Since 1946, Col. 
Vitali has addressed 41 petitions 
to the vatican on the prayer of- 
fensive to Jews.

1 THINK AS 1 PLEASE 
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Lack of Babies to Adopt Drives Israelis to Black Market 


By CARL ALPERT 

HAIFA—Each year there are hopeful Ameri- 
can couples who come to Israel expecting that 
among the large number of orphans in the coun- 
try they will surely be able to find a child for 
adoption. And each year these childless couples 
return home disappointed, having learned that in

Israel, as elsewhere in the world, 
the demand by far exceeds the 
supply. 

In the entire country something 
less than a hundred children are 
recorded by the courts as formally 
adopted each year, though it is 
estimated that the black market 
in babies affects perhaps another 
hundred. 

Under present procedure, adop- 
tion is approved by a district court 


following evidence by the social welfare department 


regarding the social, 


psychological and economic 


qualifications of the would-be parents. 


OF LATE THE 


rabbinical courts have also 


taken to authorizing “legal” adoptions, but the basis 
for their authority in such matters is not clear, and 
there is fear in many circles that these adoptions 
may some day be subject to court challenge. 
Matters are made more difficult by the fact 
that Israel has no clear and explicit adoption laws. 


After long delay, the knesset' is now at last con- 
sidering a text offered by the ministry of justice, 
and based in large measure on American adoption 


laws. 


MANY ISRAELI couples who have been child- 
less since marriage, or who have lost their children 
as a result of what they have gone through, are 
on the constant lookout for babies. These are to 
be found for the most part in institutions for unwed 
mothers. Year after year the same applicants come 
back, only to be told that there is nothing for 
them—and soon they are considered too old for an 


approved adoption, 


Hence it is that they are driven to the black’ 
market. 

At the moment there is nothing illegal in such | 
adoption, pending passage of the new law, but the 
authorities are opposed to it because adoptions are 
consumated on the basis of economic considerations, - 
rather than with regard to the actual best inter- 


ests of the infant. 


THERE ARE some families which prefer the 
black market because it seems to assure secrecy; 


no record is kept anywhere. 


The tourist looking for a baby will run into 
another difficulty. The Israel government is by no 
means anxious to encourage this sort of “export,” 
and the necessary exit permit will not easily be 
issued to permit the departure of adopted infants. 


This would not be considered in the best interests 
of the child, and, under present procedure here, 
that is the basic criterion. 

MOST OF THE Israelis seeking children “are 
of Ashkenazi, or European stock. Most of the babies 
available are of Eastern stock, Sephardim. Despite 
hesitation on the part of some to accept children 
from these other communities, they are all taken 
at once. The only ones unwanted are those which 
are physically irregular or mentally retarded, to 
the extent that this may be obvious at early ages. 

When disputes arise, sometimes between the 
mother, the foster parents, or the relatives of the 
baby, the courts are faced with serious problems, 
The lack of adoption laws has resulted in a near 
chaotic situation. 


SOME TIME ago the Israel supreme court laid 
down the criterion referred to above—the welfare 
of the child. Even blood relationship can not be 
considered an overriding factor affecting priority. 
Under certain circumstances, a child can better be 
given to strangers than to kin. At any rate, adop- 
tion is not confirmed by the court until the child 
is six months old, and the trial period may even 
be extended on the basis of observations by the 
welfare department inspectors. 

In short, the goal here is not to provide chil- 
dren for childless couples; but to find suitable homes 
for babies without parents.

ALTHOUGH there are understandable reasons for it, 
still it seems odd that the one nation accused of wanting 
to eradicate Jewish culture should be making almost an 
international celebration out of the centenary of Sholom 
Aleichem. 
Sholom Aleichem was a Russian, so under normal cir- 


cumstances Russia should mark his centenary with a great 
deal of fanfare. 


AMERICAN Jewry, on the other hand, betraying the 
poverty of its culture, not only can be said not to be ob- 
serving the occasion, but even seems to be ignoring it, as 
if it hated to be reminded of its failure in this respect. 

Whatever the motives of the Reds, they’ve done right 
by Sholom Aleichem. They published a Yiddish volume of 
the great Jewish author’s works, and their press and radio 
has noted the occasion in a way which could do aught 
but bring them praise. 

IT MAY BE A little late to do much about it, but 
we believe that the Jewish agencies in the U. S. who in 
recent years have begun to stress Jewish culture should 
launch a program this fall which could start a whole new 
interest in this man who captured the Jewish spirit so 
well, and whose imagination was hardly less than the 
great classical writers in English. 


WE DARE THEM! 


WE’VE NOTICED where a testimonial dinner has been 
arranged by a leading, if not the leading, Jewish seminary, 
which seems clear enough to be another of its fund-raising 
functions. 

This degrading of values has become commonplace 
and-our religious institutions seem to be in the forefront 
of this race for money, regardless of how it is raised. 


BUT IN THIS case, there is a new situation. The man 
to be honored is a non-Jew. 

Now it is one thing to involve Jews in this process, 
because Jews somehow, with their sense of humor, under- 
stand the mockery of the matter. Even the man who re- 
ceives the honor knows that he is being prostituted. 


BUT TO INVOLVE non-Jews now in this unsavory 
practice seems to us to be going too far. There must be 
some limit, and we urge the fund-raisers to call a halt. 

If any Jewish organization feels that a Jew or a non- 
Jew deserves an honor, then let the man be honored— 
but no funds raised. 


THIS IS HONESTY, and any other course is a defa- 
mation. 


WHAT, ONLY $30 MILLION? 


WE DON’T know whether to mention it. 


In Sao Paulo, Brazil, a Jewish community center has 
been erected as part of a $30 million construction program. 
The building is seven stories high, and houses a combina- 
tion Jewish community center, plus a Jewish education 
building, plus a synagogue, etc. 


WE IN THE United States don’t like to be outdone, 
even by our Southern neighbors. 


And Jews are more American than their fellow Amer- 
icans. 


SO WE'RE afraid that some Jewish community soon 
will announce a $35 million program so that the honor 
of the biggest and most lavish building will not be taken 
away south of the border. 
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RECENTLY Rabbi Harry Essrig com- 


_plained bitterly about an advertisement of the 


Israel government tourist bureau which 
showed some phase of Jesus’ life, something 
in comnection with one of the miracles he 
is supposed to have performed. 

The Yiddish press took the Israel govern- 
ment tourist office to task, and Rabbi Essrig 
was lauding the Yiddish press for its vigi- 
lance, its excellent mews coverage and the 
high quality of its columnists. 


NOW THE ISRAEL government tourist 
office has sent us its new travel folder, bril- 
liantly illustrated, and one of the most at- 
tractive pieces of travel propaganda we’ve 
seen. 

But it falls into the same trap. 

ON ONE PAGE it shows “The continual 
Easter Parade along Dizengoff Street.” 

Some one who was in Tel Aviv on Easter 
advises us that no one could tell that there 
was a holiday at the time, so little is the 
non-Jewish holiday noted. 


IF THIS SOUNDS like carping criticism, 
let it be. 

We here believe that non-Jews would have 
reacted with the same kind of enamored-feel- 
ing about making a trip to Tel Aviv if the 
caption had described Purim or Passover in 
Tel Aviv. Non-Jews like Jews who are gen- 
uine, not the kind who imitate the non-Jews. 
This has been established for so many years, 
that it is a shock to see an Israel agency 
fall into this trap.

OF COURSE the problem is not one that 
relates itself only to synagogue membership, 
It becomes part of the whole disability of 
living Jewishly, starting out with the extra 
cost of keeping a kosher home, and the young 
Jewish adults who complain that every Jew- 
ish girl they take out is interested only in a 
convertible and attending the most expensive 
night club, etc. 

We don’t presume to know the answer, 

But we’re very good, as you must have 
noticed, at pointing up the problems. Uniess 
you’re rich, you don’t serve on your federa- 
tion board, and unless you’re rich you can't 
afford to go to the Fountainbleau in Miami 
Beach for the convention of your organization 
or your congregational affiliate. 


BUT WE respectively submit that some- 
thing ought to be done, lest one of these fine 
days we wake up with the alienation of thous- 
ands of fine young people who stay out of 
organized Jewish life, which they desperately 
desire to be part of, because only the wealthy 
can meet the financial demands this partici- 
pation requires, 





The Shame of Our Big City Jewries 
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By RABBI JACOB J. WEINSTEIN 
KAM Lemplie. Chicago 
At the city-wide rally, Mar. 22, for the 
Combined Jewish Appeal, Philip Klutznick, 
whose stature as world Jewry’s roving am- 
bassador grows mightily with the years, made 
the revealing statement that only 30,000 out 
of Chicago’s 300,000 Jews subscribe to the 
oe ae Combined Jewish Appeal. 
This stark fact that only 
one out of 10 Jews contrib- 
utes to the agency charged 
with the vast responsibility 
of rescuing and rehabilitat- 
ing Jews who suffer from 
economic, political or social 
disabilities reveals more 
about the nature of Jews and 
Judaism than volumes of 
Rabbi Weinstein sociological inquiry. 





IT REVEALS first of all that the over- 
whelming majority of our people can blind 
themselves to what they do not personally 
see or touch. It reminds me of the man who 
confessed that he had been a meat eater all 
his life and had never seen an animal slaugh- 
tered. They would not evade the call of their 
conscience if thousands of refugees with tin 
cups in their hands were let loose in the 
streets of Chicago. 

This is a failure of heart, of human 
imagination, of social maturity—a failure 
which the appeal techniques of our campaigns 
have not yet been able to remedy. As much 
as we may loathe the polite blackmail of 
published lists of givers, the indications are 
plainly that there must be more rather than 
less such inducements to tzedaka. 


IF CERTAIN country clubs can make it 
a condition of admittance that a member be 
a subscriber to the CJA, why should not 
every synagogue do the same? 


Our democratic commitments do not al- 
low us to dictate how much one must give, 
but certainly it would be in perfect keeping 
with the essential mood of normative Juda- 
ism that before one can consider himself a 
Jew in faith, one must acknowledge his re- 
sponsibility for his fellow Jew. 

Throughout our history, beneath and 
above all ideological differences between us, 
the sense of concern for each other has been 
the common denominator of our identity, the 
essence of our fellowship under God. The tie 
between us is the mitzva, the compassionate 
deed, which we have proven can be as strong 
and even as enduring as ties of blood, or 
caste, or nationality. 


ONE WHO DENIES the obligation ex- 
pressed in the admonition, “Kol Yisrael arevim 


ze baze,” is rarely able to practice real bro- 
therhood toward the universal family of man 
and most generally brings a very hollow 
soul to his communion with God, 

God will not hear the petition of those 
who stand silently by the blood of their bro- 
thers. 

The season of Passover brings to Chicago 
Jewry the high and sacred challenge to free 
itself from the bondage of ignorance, if ine 
difference, of callousness. Not until there are 
100,000 contributors to the Combined Jewish 
Appeal will Chicago Jewry reach both its 
social maturity and its spiritual grace, 

CHICAGO, OF course, is not unique in 
this. 

It seems to be part of the curse of big: 
ness. It is simply too easy for a Jew to hide 
behind the anonymity of the massive com: 
munity. 

Like Nineveh of old, any city that is 
three days’ journey across seems to offer 
refuge to those who would remain deaf to 
the call of their brother in need. We still 
await the techniques that will enable us to 
transfer the community pressures of the small 
town to the big city. 


Meanwhile, we must exert every energy 
to reach every Jew and pray that the pangs 
of conscience will seek out those who have 
remained unmoved by the printed appeals

As Judge of Rabbinate

As I have been “run out” ot 
Judaism many times by Jacob 
Weinstein’s vituperative and par- 
tisan bandwagon interpretations 
of the faith, I may, therefore, 
comment with some experience 
upon nis latest effort, in the Mar. 
9 edition of The POST, to “un- 
frock” Rabbi Singer. 

WEINSTEIN has helped de- 
velop a new technique—stream- 
lineg to fit the 20th century— 
to replace the medieval sanction 
of excommunication. As one of 
the great “liberals” of the con- 
temporary rabbinate, he would, 
of course, reject the open and 
unapologetic authoritarianism of 
his prototypes in the ghettoes of 
the Middle Ages—as long as he 
does not have the power for such 
authority anyhow. But at various 
times in his role as one of the 
chief defenders of an ethnic, po- 
liticalized and “reconstructionist” 
Reform Judaism, he has assumed 
the mantle of master psychia- 
trist. All who do not agree with 
his “Jewish” nationalism are 
maniacal self-haters. 

He has pontificated from the 
rooftops of economic expertness 
and, unabashedly, assumed the 
status of overlord of complicated 
Middle Eastern politics and poli- 
cies. The cumulative impact of 
all this wisdom, brought to bear 
upon any who remember the 
honored place of dissent and in- 
dividual—as against “national”— 
integrity in Judaism, is intended 
to have the same effect as the 
legislateq excommunications 
against Spinoza or the book- 
burnings, practiced against Mai- 
monides. 

WEINSTEIN’S affinity for the 


authoritarian Judaism of the 
Middle Ages was broadly suz- 
gested in an attack he made 


against the American Council for 
Judaism in 1956—in the form of 
an “elevating” spiritual sermon 
from his pulpit. 

The circumstances of the at- 

tack are as revealing as the sub- 
stance, 
The Council was to have its 
annual conference in Chicago. 
Before a word had been spoken 
by the Council, this exponent of 
contemporary liberalism attempt- 
ed to poison the air and—heaven 
forbid—anystill free anq open 
minds, as to the character the 
Conference would take. Evidence 
is to impose no restraints upon 
this modern prophet. 

But it was in the substance 
of what he said where Wein- 
Stein reveaied his deep sympathy 
for pre-emancipation Judaism by 
hailing the failure of the worid 
to achieve the millenium. What 
Weinstein calls “Classie- Reform” 











—Wwhich he erroneously equates 
With the Council—he said, in 
1956, failed because the early Re- 
formers “were carried away by 
the false dawn of Cosmopolitan- 
ism”—with a capital “C.”

THIS BACKGROUND is neces- 
sary to an understanding of 
Weinstein’s latest bead, which he 
has drawn on Rabbi Singer. For 
Rabbi Singer has committeg the 
cardinal sin. He has refused 
Weinstein’s sublimation. Rabbi 
Singer dreams 21 a Judaism-- 
free in a free world—which has 
the vision of human brotherhood; 
a Judaism in which “the Ethiopi- 
ans are as the children of Israel”; 
and in which the Lord’s house 
“shall be a house of prayer for 
all people.” 

Rabbi Singer, perhaps lacking 
Weinstein’s consummate knowl- 
edge as psychiatrist, economist. 
political savant and sociologist, 
is even naive enough to believe 
there are Jews who hold to this 
vision of a great faith, serving 
ends larger than Mr. Ben-Guri- 
on’s Mapai candidacy in the next 
Israeli elections. 


THERE IS, at least, one argu- 
ment against Weinstein, however, 
in his latest liberal crusade tc 
purify Judaism of the tradition 
of healthy skepticism, non-con- 
formism and a robust faith in hu- 
man improvement, despite tragic 
discouragements which, incident- 
ally, as Rabbi Singer pointe: 
out, do victimize people other 
than Jews. That argument is 
Weinstein’s inahility or unwill- 
ingness to mention what is actu- 
ally said by any who do not see 
him as the new Moses. 

For example, Rabbi Singer did 
not attempt to deny those who 
wished to support an admittedly 
nationalized philanthropy —. the 
UJA — the right to do so and 
remain Jews. He simply pointed 
out the obviously Israeli-nation- 
alistic character of the emigra- 
tion (and there ‘s no denying it} 
and said: 


“I DO NOT question the 
right of American Jews to 
finance Rumanian Jewish im- 
migration to Israel if they 
wish, or the right of Ameri- 
can Jews to finance Russian 
Jewish immigration to Is- 
rael, if they wish. But I do 
question the right of the UJA 
or any other organization to 
assume a basic American 
Jewish commitment to this 


goal, a kind of blank-check % 


agreement, before any Care- 
ful or thoughtful considera- 
tion of some of the implica- 
tions of the situation has 
taken place. And, moreover, 
to assume a commitment 
with a base of religious ob- 
ligation—a commitment that 
must be met to fulfill the 
duties imposed on the Jew 
by his Judaism. 

“For this is not a matter 
of simple charity. Any more 
than the creation of the state 


of Israel was a matter of 

simple charity and humani- 

tarianism. Would that it had 
been. Would that it were 
now.” 

THIS WAS the central theme 
of Rabbi Singer’s sermon. Cer- 
tainly, in the light of the politi-
